4. As noted above, KRHOLLY/8 seemed eager and willing to assist, but 
it is dubious that he will be able to make any real progress on his own or 
convince his superiors to make a concerted and formal effort to provide us 
with the information we would like to have, especially the follow-up locally 
of the activities of MACHAOS people when they arrive and start moving around 
town. However, the initial reaction was positive and perhaps if we keep 
plugging away, we can make a break-through in this area. _
